Gov. Beckham appointe<l Maj. D. W. 
.Sanders, of Louisville, to preside in the 
Bell Circuit Court, and Judge J, A. 
Oaugherty, of Owingsville, to preside 
in the Elliott Circuit Court, ns Special 
Judge in certain cases. 

Gov. Hanly, of ImHana. read his mes- 
! sage to the Legislature. The executive 
reviewed his reform achievements of 
the last two years and urge<l new in- 
surance legislation, a two-cent rate on 
railroads and more power to curb trusts 
and trust gambling. 

That the breeding and race track in- 
terests of Tennessee soon will be wiped 
out IS the tielief cxpress»Hl by leading 
turfmen of Nashville as a result of the 
practical assurance .that the anti-race 
betting bill will pass during the jires- 
ent session of the Tennessee Legisla- 
ture. 

Gov. Beckham has appointt-d Lieut. 
J. W. Crossfield, of Uiwrenceburg, to 
the position of chief clerk in the de- 
partment of the adjuUnt general, a 
place that has been vacant for some 
time. The appointment was made upon 
the recommendation of Adj. Gen. I.,aw- 
rence. 

Senator Tillman spoke on the Browns- 
ville incident in the Senate. He 
characterized the President's action 
in the matter “as nothing more nor 
less than lynching.” He challenged 
anyone to produce in the army regula- 
tions or articles of war any foundation 
for the charge of conspiracy of silence, 
mutiny and treason made against the 
soldiers, although he declared there was 
no doubt that these soldiers were re- 
sponsible for the “outrage at Browns- 
ville.” The Senator was interrupted 
many times by other members, who 
questioned him closely on the ground 
for his racial opinions^
